? PRESIDENT HOPES TO AVOID 


The Answer To 
Absenteeism! 


(Following is a brief talk on ab- 
senteeism delivered on a national 
radio hook-up by AFL President 
William Green:)

President, American Federation 
of Labor 


Labor is determined to take 
the “absence” out of absentee- 
ism in order to promote the 
more effective prosecution of 
the war. To do this intelli- 
gently and effectively, we must first 
find out what causes absenteeism, 
where the responsibility lies and 
how remedies may be applied. 

There are more than a hundred 
causes of absenteeism. Outstanding 
are illness and accidents, which 
account for 50 per cent of the total. 
Other major causes are bad hous- 
ing, overloaded transportation, 
fatigue, shortages of materials, im- 
proper planning of the work se- 
quence, lack of effective super- 
vision and waywardness of indivi- 
dual workers. 

The community is primarily 
responsible for the reduction of 
illness. More attention must be 
given to proper nutrition, as 
food supplies grow scarcer. 
Adequate medical care should 
be provided. Disgraceful condi- 
tions of mass overcrowding in 
concentrated industrial areas 
should be eliminated.

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SUCH DRASTIC ACTION 
FOR DURATION 


President Roosevelt joined 
with AFL President William 
Green in opposing any immedi- 
ate legislation to draft labor 
for service in war industry. 


At a white house press confer- 
ence, the president declared it was 
a question of when, if ever, such 
legislation would be needed. It 
might be avoided all the way 
through the war, he said. 


Mr. Green, appearing before the 
senate military affairs committee 
to testify on the Austin-Wadsworth 
compulsory labor conscription bill, 
declared: 


“The American Federation of 
Labor must be and is unalter- 
ably opposed to any similar 
proposals that so directly un- 
dermine the most important 
props of our democracy. Let 
me make it as clear as I know 
how that the opposition of the 
American Federation of Labor 
has been reached only after 
the most careful and minute 
study of the provisions of this 
bill. The federation has come 
to the conclusion that so drastic 
and unprecedented a measure is 
unnecessary.” 

President Roosevelt's statement 
was regarded as especially signifi- 
cant because it directly contra- 
dicted the testimony of war depart- 
ment officials who told the senate 
military affairs committee they

the appalling number of industrial 
accidents which, during 1942, 
caused five times as many casual- 
ties among war workers as were 
suffered by American soldiers and 
sailors on the battlefront. The 
national safety council estimates 
that 90 million man-days of pro- 
duction were lost last year by acci- 
dents which could have been pre- 
vented by the installation of simple 
and inexpensive safety devices. 

The government must arrange to 
allocate tools and materials effi- 
ciently and to see to it that slip- 
shod managerial methods do not 
enforce idleness, absence and low- 
ered production. 

It is the responsibility of labor 
to take drastic action against any 
worker who is derelict in his duty 
by willfully and needlessly staying 
away from his war job. 

Now, we have established that 
the responsibility for absentee- 
ism is shared by the community, 
by management, by labor and 
by the government. The next 
step is to find some instrumen- 
tality through which those who 
share the responsibility can 
exert teamwork to reduce ab- 
senteeism. 

Great Britain solved its absentee 
problem not by legislation but by 
assigning the job to labor-manage- 
ment committees, The same method 
has been tried in-a few plants in 
this country and in every case the 
labor-management committee has 
succeeded in cutting absenteeism 
to the bone. I earnestly recommend 
that this plan be enlafged and ex- 
tended to cover all war production 
industries.

F. E. Young. 

“Our new unit will accommodate 
forty workers at present, but I 
hope so many will volunteer their 
services that we will be able to 
expand,” said Mrs. Young in wel- 
come to the new workers. 

Everyone is welcome to come in 
at their convenience and learn 
about the work being done. The 
women of America are wrapping 
dressings at the rate of 500,000 every 
hour of the day and night and vol- 
unteers are urgently needed. 


Kaiser Criticizes 
Work-or-Fight Bill 


Henry J. Kaiser, west coast 
shipbuilder, believes that ab- 
senteeism in war industries can 
be corrected “by voluntary and 
free methods” without passage 
of proposed work-or-fight legis- 
lation, 

“You can't find out whether 
legislation is needed or not un- 
til you determine the cause of 
the condition,” he told the 
house labor committee. 

“Labor is not always right, 
but it is improper to make ac- 
casations against labor — as 
has been done in connection 
with absenteeism — until you 
know the cause.” 

On absenteeism, he reported 
that in the Kaiser yards ab- 
sences average between 6 and 8 
per cent, due in part to trans- 
portation and housing difficul- 
ties. 

“There always is a percentage 
of workers who fail to care, and 
must be stimulated,” he con- 
ceded, adding, “But there must 
be fairness and justice on both 
sides. Management can be and 
often is at fault in cases of ab- 
senteeism.” 
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However, the president’s policy, 
announced two days after Mr. 
Green testified, fully upheld the 
position of the AFL chief. This 
position was clearly defined by Mr. 
Green in his testimony as follows: 

“To organized labor the present 
world conflict presents the most im- 
portant challenge in its history. 
The issue is clear—-free labor 
versus slave labor. We are deter- 
mined to prove for ourselves and 
to the world that the capacity, the 
spirit and productivity of free labor 
is far and away superior to that of 
coerced labor. And I believe I can 
say, without fear of contradiction, 
that we have already accumulated 
an imposing array of proof—the 
most amazing records of produc- 
tion ever accomplished—in support 
of our conviction. 

“If the issue be as I have 
stated it, is it not self-evident 
that this proposal must be de- 
feated? Are we to say that free 
labor has lost its crucial battle? 
Are we to announce that slave 
labor can be defeated only by 
slave labor? 

“IT can say to you that enactment 
of this bill into law would take 
from millions, both on the battle 
and production fronts, the very es- 
sence and meaning of this war; 
and with that it would take from 
them the enthusiastic zeal and 
spirit now so characteristic of 
their efforts. 

“I take it that this proposal is 
predicated on the assumption that 
there is a dire necessity of compul- 
sory labor in order effectively to 
prosecute the war. 
deny the truth of that assumption. It 
has not and cannot be established 


that the absence of compulsion of|in a small way, 


labor is a factor in retarding pro- 
duction, It is my firm and studied 
conviction that such delays as 
there have been were prompted by 
conflicting governmental policies 
and not by any failure of any seg- 
ment of our working population 
voluntarily to perform the jobs 
that have to be done. 


“It ls beyond argument that 
the first indispensable to maxi- 
mum production is a coordi- 
nated and consistent war pro- 
gram administered in a coor- 
dinated and consistent manner. 
The manpower problem cannot 
realistically be regarded and 
treated as an isolated problem. 
It is but a part or a function 
of all other phases of the war 
program, such as the extent of 
the armed services, the award- 
ing and allocation of war con- 
tracts, the continuous and effi- 
clent flow of raw materials 
from the proper sources to the 
proper outlets, and the like. To 
compulsorily send an addi- 
tional one thousand skilled 
workers to a plant that is al- 
ready below its production 
levels because of a want of an 
essential raw material does not 
solve any problem; it clearly 
aggravates it.” 

Mr. Green urged the senate com- 
mittee to permit the government, 
labor and industry further oppor- 
tunity to solve manpower problems 
ona a eta cooperative basis.

STATE SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS FEDERATION'S 
POSITION IN EYE CASES 


Bethlehem Argument Against Workers Lost and Sufferers 
| Are Entitled To Compensation and Benefits 


Ruling that the shipyard eye cases, which at their peak last 
year created havoc in production at the San Francisco bay ship- 
yards, were compensable, the California state supreme court,| VIRTUE REWARDED 
last week, upheld the awards made in these cases by the indus- 
trial accident commission. This decision by the supreme court

not only brought final defeat 
to the Bethlehem Shipbuilding 
company’s long but fruitless 
fight to have the awards set 


aside, but proved once and for 
all the correctness of the federa- 
tion’s firm stand, in the fact of 
bitter opposition from the company 
and contradictory opinions from 
so-called “experts,” that the cases 
were compensable. 

It was soon after Pearl harbor 
;and our entrance into the war had 
made the quickened production of 
|ships a matter of literally life or 
death that the malady appeared 
}and, rapidly reaching the epidemic 
| stage, threatened to spread through- 
;out the entire San Francisco bay 
jarea. Production at the yards was 
seriously interfered with, as the suf- 
ferers were unable to work from 
two weeks to a month, and even 
longer in some instances. All the 
cases were extremely painful and 
often accompanied by the _ possi- 
| bility of impaired vision remaining 
after the infection had been cleared 
; up. 


At the hearings before the 
industrial accident commission 
in January and February the 
| California State Federation of 
| Labor, which had stepped in to 
| represent the workers involved, 
offered overwhelming evidence 
| that the infection had devel- 
oped in the course of employ- 
ment, and that the victims 
should therefore receive com- 
| pensation, This view was bitter- 
ly opposed by the Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding company, and 
| When the commission handed

exhausted every possibily open

| aside. When the appellate court 
denied its petition for a writ 
of review to set aside the com- 
mission’s award, the company 
then brought the case before 
the state’s highest tribunal.

day against absenteeism. 


Personal investigation by Sec- 
retary Vandeleur shortly before 
the hearings in the eye cases 
opened last year revealed an 
appalling state of affairs in 
the first-aid treatment of the 
workers on the job. Not only 
were the rudiments of anti- 
septic treatment lacking, but 
injuries were being treated by 
so-called “first aid” attendants 
who were licensed neither to 
practice medicine nor to render 
treatment in the absence of 
licensed physicians. Steriliza- 
tion of swabs and eye-droppers 
used in treating eye injuries, 
for instance, was ignored. Con- 
sidering the great number of 
eye injuries which occur on 
each shift in a large shipyard, 
and the highly contagious char- 
acter of the eye infection, it 
passes belief that an epidemic 
of grave proportions did not tie 
up the industrial plants in the 
area and invade homes as well. 
Conditions prevailing at the Beth- 
lehem yard in the treatment of 
eye and other injuries were fully 
exposed by the federation’s attor- 
ney, at the hearings before the in- 
dustrial accident commission, and 
as a result various adjustments 
were made and the situation was 
somewhat improved. Much re- 
mained to be done, however, and 
the federation has never let up on 
its two-fold fight to see that in- 
jured employes receive adequate 
care, and that such a source of

She has 
made a nationwide appeal to state 
labor department officials to check 
fire hazards in factories, mercan- 
tile establishments, theatres, 


all places of public assembly.

she said. “Even in some juris- 
dictions where building safety 
regulations are adequate there 
is confusion or doubt as to 
which one of two or more agen- 
cies actually has the responsi- 
bility for enforcement, tending 
to nullify protection which 
“might be afforded by applying 
regulations in respect to buikd- 
ing exits, occupancy limits, 
structural conditions, and other 
important features of fire haz- 
ard control. 

“There is today no excuse for ex- 
posing human beings to death-trap 
fire hazards. 

“We have a long and tragic his- 
tory of mass fatalities through fires 
in factories, theatres, halls, mercan- 
tile establishments, and the prin- 
ciples of safe exits have been 
learned the hard way, but they are 
now well known. In most of the 
fires in buildings of public occu- 
pancy in the last 20 years the prin- 
cipal cause for excessive loss of 
life has been the lack of an ade- 
quate number of exits.”

State Body’s Program Gaining 


That members of the assembly judiciary committee are not 
going to pass badly drawn bills even though they may be draped 
in the stars and stripes was evidenced last week when the com- 
mittee considered the Bashore bill, A.B. 485, which would make 


it a misdemeanor to compel a

Appearing in behalf of the 
bill, Assemblyman Bashore 


made an emotional appeal for its) 
passage without touching on its 
merits. Assemblymen Sargent and | 
Carlson questioned him at great) 
length, and in the exchange it was) 
only too clear that Mr. Bashore | 
was not able to defend the bill. 
That it would involve contractors 
who would be engaged in building | 
these state projects as well as those | 
supplying material to them, was 
unquestionably established, and if 
these contractors had union shop 
agreements, they would not be able 
to qualify for doing this work with- 
out abrogating their contracts with 
the union. 

Mr. Bashore was unable to 
get over this hurdle and had to 
admit that he was not qualified 
to judge these points brought 
up by the members of the judi- 
ciary committee. Assemblyman 
Carlson, from Alameda county, 
declared that in his opinion the 
bill was badly drawn and be- 
cause of that he would not be 
able to vote for it. 


A representative of the veterans 
of foreign wars and another from 
the California State Federation of 
Labor spoke against the bill, point- 
ing out that it would discriminate 
against veterans who were 
union members as well as collide 
with federal law now in effect re- 
specting collective bargaining 
agreements, In the labor code there 
are already provisions which pro-

|tect any man from being coerced 


into joining a union, thus making 
such provisions in the Bashore bill 
entirely superfluous. 

After considerable time was given 
to the arguments pro and con in 
the crowded committee room where 


the hearings were held, a motion 
was made to pass the bill and an 
amendment to lay it ever for a 


week. Both the amendment and the 
motion were voted down decisively 
by the committee, where the mat- 


ter now rests 


While A.B. 485 was being dis- 
cussed, across the hall the as- 
sembly labor and capital com- 
mittee was listening to impas- 
sioned pleas to pass A.B. 50, 
which would eliminate all racial 
discrimination in the employ- 
ment of workers on war proj- 


ects. This bill was sponsored | 
by the California State Federa- | 
tion of Labor and all other | 


organized labor groups. |

This document provides for an as- 
sessment of $1.00 per month to be 
levied on all beneficial members 
starting with the month of April 
and extending through to Septem- 
ber. As this is an official assess- 
ment ordered by the international

office, the financial secretary is 
compelled to collect it from all 
beneficial members. The money 


from this assessment will go to- 
ward establishing a death fund for 
our members who are now in the 
armed forces and will be used for 
this purpose only. When paying 
the second quarter’s dues for the 
months of April, May and June, 
the financial secretary will collect 
and credit in the due book the 
sum of $3.00 and will enter the 
notation as follows: Int. Dth. 
Assess. No. 1, 2 & 3. This assess- 
ment is separate and apart from 
the local death benefit which No. 
101 is now due. 


Several of the brothers have 
asked what the abbreviations on 
the assessment page represent, so 
the following information is given 
for all the brothers. B.T.C. means 
building trades council assessment 
and is marked ist quarter or 2nd 
quarter and is collected at 10c per 
month, or 30¢ per quarter. 

The next entry is M.A., which 
means meeting assessment and col- 
lected at 50c for each month that 
the month is not punched for. 
Punches are secured by attending 
the meeting of the local. The next 
entry is sick assess. which is col- 
lected at 25¢ per month, or 75c for 
the quarter. The next entry is 
D.A., which means dues assessment 
and is collected at 50c per month, 
or $1.50 per quarter. The next entry 
is death assessment and is col- 
lected at 50c for each death and is 
numbered according to the deaths. 
Thus if you have death No. 95 paid 
and death No. 100 is due, the entry 
would show death number 100 and 
$2.50 would be credited. A number 
with a ring circled would mean the 
quarter that the assessment is for. 
We hope the above information is 
enlightening to the members. 2nd 
quarter dues are now due. 

Work is very plentiful at the 
present time. Several large defense 
projects have swung open during 
the past week and we again request 
all brothers to come into the office 
immediately upon becoming unem- 
| ployed as we must man these proj- 
ects. Failure on our part to do so 
will seriously hinder the war effort.
